2. Acknowledgment is made of applicant's claim for foreign priority based on an application 
filed in Germany on 10/29/2002. It is noted, however, that applicant has not filed a certified 
copy of the German application 102 50 391.5 as required by 35 U.S.C. 1 19(b). 

Allowable Subject Matter 

3. Claims 1-23 are allowed. 

4. The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: U.S. Pat. No. 
5,005,604 (Aslanian) discloses a regulating valve comprising a housing (60), an inlet (68), an 
outlet (70), a cylindrical valve chamber (65), a valve plug (80), a rotating piece (82) having at 
least one groove (90), and the rotating piece has a changing cross section (figure 8) but lacks an 
annular disc that overlaps the valve chamber and has one a side facing the rotating piece a 
number of marking lying on concentric circles and wherein the rotating piece has a number of 
windows where each window is lying opposite a marking.
